Everybody A Winner 


With the motto: “Let Me Win, But If | Cannot Win, Let 
Me Be Brave in the Attempt,” over 2500 athletes, un- 
daunted by mental or physical handicaps, converged on 
Ohio Stadium this past weekend to participate in the 
1977 Ohio Athletic Association Special Olympics. Under 
the auspices of the Ohio Department of Mental Health 
and Mental Retardation, this annual event serves 
athletes from all over the state-athietes who come ‘from 
community organizations, state institutions, special 
education departments, .and family home environments. 


Jed Morison, Executive Chairman of the Ohio Athletic 


Association, told me on Sunday (last day of the three-day 
event) that the intent of the program is to “improve the 
self-confidence of the individuals participating.” He fur- 
ther added that “by participating in an event such as 
this, perhaps the individuals will gain some of that 
needed confidence necessary to approach their personal 
life, as much as possible, from an independent point of 
view.” 

If courage was being tested, then all of the athletes 
rose to -the-occasion in heroic fashion. Gold, Silver and 
Bronze medals (everyone participating in an~ event 
received .a medal, with the different.colors-implying_-first, 
second, third place and so on) danged from proud 
chests all weekend long; it was clearly their “Montreal.” 
There were 10 official sport activities included in the 
event. They were: Basketball, Bowling, Floor Hockey, 
Gymnastics, Ice Skating, Diving, Swimming, Track and 
Field, Volleyball and Wheelchair Events. Evidence is 
shown in the program's expansion, as only Basketball, 
Track and Field, and Swimming were included on last 
year's agenda. : : 

The Joseph P. Kennedy Foundation, set up in 1946, 
has been largely responsible for the interest in programs 
such as Special Olympics. It's two stated objectives have 
been, and remain: to seek the prevention of mental retar- 
dation by identifying it's causes and to improve the 
means by which society deals with it’s citizens who are 
already retarded. In 1968, Senator Ted Kennedy announ- 
ced the establishment of Special Olympics, Inc., with 
national support coming from the National Association 
for Retarded Citizens. By 1970, all states in the union 
had implemented a successful Special Olympics 
program. The Ohio Athletic Association-was_granted-ac- 
creditation in 1973 to run the Ohio Special Olympics 
program. 

Morison, in looking to the future, said that he expects 
an increase in volunteers &nd participants to really 
enhance the program.

Pal Writing in the winter edition of the 
Civil Rights Digest, D. Stanley Eitzen 
and Norman R. Yeatman said:

The Cleveland Baseball. Club was 
the first major league team to have a 
Black manager - Frank Robinson. His 
hiring: was not happenstance. 

According to Ted Bonda, president 
of the Cleveland Club, the matter of a 
Black manager was thoroughly 
discussed by the league officials and 
club owners. 

The big question “was, what city 
was ready for the first Black 
manager. Of the cities where 
managerial changes were in the of- 
fing - Baltimore said they could not - 
likewise Chicago, despite its big 
Black population, said they were not 
ready. Los Angeles and other owners 
were unwilling to break-the ice. 

Only. Cleveland. had. the guts and 
courage to be the first. Therefore, in 
the light of the firing of Frank Robin- 
sor, this fact must be kept in mind. 
Cleveland was the only city 
considered liberal enough for the 


move. This of. course speaks well for _ 


“the racial climate in Cleveland. 

That Frank Robinson was not a 
howling success as a manager 
should not cause so much concern. 
The 1977 season has been, so far, a 
hard one for baseball managers. In 
fact the life of a baseball team’s 
manager is a very tenous-one. 

We regret that Frank didn't make it 
- but, this should in no way bring 
about conclusions that Negroes are 


They Deserve 


While thousands of Columbus 
parents are agonizing over whether 
the Columbus Public School 
desegregation plan will be accepted 
or rejected by U.S. District Judgei 
Robert M. Duncan, several teachers; 
who have given many long years of 
dedicated service to the system, are 
retiring from their labor with honor. 

Seven of the black teachers have 
accumulated a total of 192 and one 
half years of teaching our children 
the fundamentals of reading, writing 
and arithmetic. 

When one considers that many

The white press is confounded and 
bewildered by Andrew Young, the 
United States Ambassador to the 
United Nations. 

Few men in public office have at- 
tracted so much attention and 
created so much controversy in such 
a short time as has Andy. The basic 
trouble is, he does not fit the 
stereotype role whites have so long 
ascribed to Negroes.

As to the death of Dr. Martin Luther 
King,- Yourig said: ‘He was- being 
abused by Black and white. The bur- 
dens of this nation were weighing so 
sheavy on him. God decided Martin 
had had enough. It. was time to. go 
home and claim his reward.” 

As to the part he played in the civil 
rights struggle as’a top aid to Dr. 
King Young said: “| am not ashamed 
of anything | did. In those days, we 
were struggling to change the 
nation.” 
said: “Jimmy Carter got the Black. 
vote not just because of my endorse- 
ment but because he really worked.at 
it. He compaigned in the Black com- 
munity —::-Garter realizes he never 
could have become President had it 
not been for the civil rights 
movement.” He said Carter “has the 
Capacity as President of the United 
States to do more to put an end to 
racism than anybody since Martin 
Luther King.” 

As to South Africa, Young said: 
“The best the whites.can hope.for.is 
a situation where Blacks may control 
the politics but whites still run the 
economy." 

As to his future, looking beyond 
the United Nations, to the question: 


“Will you return to the South? Young 


said: | could go back to Atlanta and 
run for Mayor in 1980 at the end of 
Maynard Jackson’s second term - He 
then said: “if. this job” ain't —for 
me, I'm going back to Atlanta and 
get me a church and take over Martin 
Luther King’s assignment. Become a 
preacher, a phophet.” 

There are very few men_in public 
life who have the wisdom and cour- 
age to speak out on so many con- 
troversial issues as has Ambassador 
Young. His interview revealed a man 
ready for martyrdom and approach- 
ing sainthood. After reading the in- 
terview, | felt real proud of Andy.

Brown Seeks Law A ppeal 


State Rep. Les Brown, a black Columbus freshman 
in the Ohio House, has been a staunch advocate of 
youth rights a since coming to Ohio seven or 
eight years ago. But the ruling of a judge here last 
week involving the legal rights of a teenage boy, 
caused Brown to back down on his blanket support of 
youth_rights. ‘ 

Franklin- County Probate Judge Richard Metcalf, 


acting under Ohio taw, ruled that an 18 year old youth ¢ 


who confessed to using a hammer, wrecking bar and 
rope to-murder-his mother in 1974, is-etigibie to inherit 
her $10,869 estate. ' 

Robert E. Moens was 15 when he killed his 
widowed mother. He was committed to the Ohio 
Youth Commission by the Franklin County Juvenile 
Court. He pleaded guilty after the charge was cut 
from murder to delinquency. In his confession he said 
he killed his mother because she. was “driving me in- 
sane.” - . 

In a journal entry, Metcalf ‘said that Moens has 
recovered from his disability and that the necessity 
for this guardianship has ceased to exist, He is hereby 
restored to the full control. of his property. 

Although Metcalf’s decision is supported by law, 
the fact that a child can reap the financial. benefit for 
murdering his mother, was.too much for Brown to 
stomach. So he drafted a bill to change the law so a 
youth would be subject to the same treatment as an 
adult found guilty of murder under similar circumstan- 
ces . : 


Brown’s bill, prepared for introduction on Tuesday, 
June 28, would amend the law “to preclude a child 
found to be delinquent for the commission of an act 
that would have been aggravated murder, murder, 
voluntary manslaughter, or complicity in one of those 
offenses, if committed by an adult, from benefitting in 
=~ way from the death of the decedent.” 

rown said he was further disturbed by the fact that 
in Franklin. County alone, “there have been several 
cases where delinquent children have killed a parent 
or parents when they were minors, and then received 
their parent's inheritance when they reached the age 
of 18 and no longer required the court's guardian- 
ship.” 

“tT believe that this situation needs to be rectified 
and my bill will take care of this loophole in the law,” 
Brown said: 

He voiced complete confidence that his bill will

and Senate.. 

In a House action last week, a bill requiring state 
and local governments to file “affirmative action” 
programs to hire minority groups with the Ohio Civil 
Rights Commission annual report, was passed 78-13. 

S.B. 4, having previously passed the Senate, was 
sent to Gov. James A. Rhodes for approval. it was 
sponsored by Sen.

The Carter Administration is pursuing a revised 
Southern Africa policy that will hopefully liberate 
blacks there from minority rule. Given the rigidity of 
the South African government, it is hard to say 
whether change can come peacefully to the region, 
but American pressure is a vital ingredient. 

South Africa's Prime Minister John Vorster is the 
key to change in the entire region. He's staked his 
policy on helping to achieve a settlement in Rhodesia. 
In return, he’s banking on American gratitude that will 
leave intact minority white domination of South 
Africa. 

That's an offer the United States can, and repor- 
tedly has, refused. Vice President Mondale has infor- 
ane Vorster’that nothing less*than majority rule will

All are agreed that Rhodesia's break-away regime 
has to give way to majority rule.

But without massive foreign, especially American, 
pressure, South Africa is likely to persist in its 
separate development policy. This carves out parts of 
the country for so-called independence for tribal

is fragmented-into tribal groupings and denied South 
African citizenship. 


The masses of urbanized blacks are still confined to

In effect, separate development 
means making people foreigners in their own land. 
As “citizens” of some fictional “homeland” they 
may never have seen, blacks are denied the. right to 
vote or to participate in civic life. If they become 
involved in political or union activity, or even if they 
lose their jobs, they face being deported to the

Separate development is a shell game designed to 
pacify the international community while assuring 
permanent minority rule in South Africa. It's the real 
issue in South Africa.

“Black Destiny In Our 
Hands ...", a cartoon that is 
carried by the Call & Post 
said in its June 4, 1977 
issue: “The importance of 


momaintaining.....economic.......!f the bla 
were to lower his prices so” 


clout is obvious. Clout is 
not maintained when black 
dollars are going into 
suburbs instead of back 
into the black community 
economy.” The harrangue 
should be, not that black 
dollars go into suburbs, 
but why they go into the 
suburbs: 

~ The answer to’ that 
question is that the blacks 
do the bulk of their pur- 
chasing from white mer- 
chants and the white mer- 
chant sinks his wealth in 
the community of his. in- 
terest. This is the answer 
from which the black must 
not try to escape but must 
turn-around and face him- 
self about it. 

The black people flock 
to . white — merchants 
because they get goods 
more cheaply than from 
the black merchant. They 
naturally try to buy for less 
so that they will be able to 
save a penny or two or 
have enough left to buy 
more things. But they find 
the black” merchants’ 
prices so high they just 
pick up and go to the white 
man where-—things don't 
cost so much. 

There is another feature 
about the black merchant 
and that is the business 
appearance. Many black 
people have developed an 
asthetic taste about , the 
store, its cleanilness 
especially. Several times 
this column has been 
urged to publicly point out 
the seemingly unsanitary 
conditions of a well known 
black grocer. Unsanitation 
is not evident but the lack 
of brightness with special 
care of fixtures and floors 
does speak out in loud 
protest. 

Store appearnace is very 
important but the price 
must be right. That is the 
most important angle of a 
merchant. When black 
merchants are asked about 
high-prices,they~invaribly 
jump on the theme, the big 
white chain stores can af- 
ford to sell cheaper 
because they can buy in 
larger quantities. “Yeo. 
‘spect they can and do. 
The black merchant could 
do the same if he had 
sense enough to go for 
volume business instead of 
trying to make it on one or 
two customers who do not 
feel like going a distance 
to get something. 

There is one community 
that has told the true pic- 
ture of black merchant ver- 
sus the white and it is milk 
by the gallon. The black 
merchant kept his gallons 
at__$1.58. The

that he could compete with 
the white chain stores, he 
could wind up with not 
enough room on his 
shelves for customer 
demands.

$1.48 each. . 
The black merchant just 
has to get up and go out to 
compete with the chain 
stores. He has to clean up 
the store, develop a_frien- 
@ ty courtesy to customers 

and make sure the price is 
right. He can't depend on 
black loyalty, for that is 
phantom like display only 
evident at blow off rallies. 
The potential customer 
tries to save a dollar and to 
make sure that he isnot 
picking up uncalled for 
germs in merchandise. 

One knows that the right 
price is the main key to big 
business. Big chain stores 
are always featuring sales 
of regular commodities at 
one half to one third the 
price-and there develops a 
run on the items before the 
day is half gone. 

The cartoonist had a 
cause to rant about money 
flowing out of black hands 


into white suburbs, but it is” 


important to learn why it 
flows into white hands. 
The black masses just 
don't trust the black mer- 
chants and go elsewhere. 
It must be admitted that 
there are a lot of black 
people who like to mingle 
with white folks-—so 
disgusted are they with 
their own kind, but there 
are many more with black 
memories of experiences 
with their own kind and 
those memories are real to 
them.

Black Studies programs 
first began almost ten 
years ago, in 1968 and 
1969. They grew out of a 
movement by black 
students on campuses 
throughout the country 
who wanted to. include in 
their academjc programs 
the study of black people 
and their experiences. The 
movement spread quickly, 
and such well-known, 
prestigious universities as 
Harvard, Yale, Cornell, and 
Northwestern established— 
and still have—departments 
or programs in Black or 
Afro-American Studies. 

Many public and private 
colleges and ~ universities 
in Ohio also started and 
still have programs, among 
them are Cincinnati, 
Dayton, Bowling Green, 
Kent, Wooster, Ohio State, 
and Ohio University. These 
programs have excellent 
faculty, stabilized budgets 
(some have experienced 
cutbacks), and teach a 


“wide variety of courses. 


The staff is predominantly 
black, experienced, com- 
mitted to quality education. 
The heads of these 
programs, Dr: Edward 
Crosby at Kent; Dr- William 
E. Nelson, Jr. at Ohio State 
Dr. William David Smith, 
Cincinnati, and Or. James 
F. Barnes, Dean at Ohio 
University, are some of the 
most important voices in 
higher education in the 
state. They have spoken 
out for increased participa- 
tion and opportunity for 
blacks in all levels of 
higher education; they 
have committed them- 
selves to developing sub- 
Stantive programs for 
those academically in- 


terested in Afro-American 
Studies. 
Yet there is confusion 


about what Black Studies 
‘is, and much of this con- 
fusion is within the black 
community. Many people 
seem unsure about what 
Black Studies ‘does, the 
kinds of courses it offers, 
and whether a major in 
Afro-American Studies can 
secure employment. 
Because of its early 
association with student 


* movements and its birth in

of trustees, or the state 
board of Regents. Colleges 
review their programs 
@very year, and would not 
continue to fund Black 
Studies programs unless 
they were of high quality. 
“Our program and 
curriculum was inspected 
last year by the regional 
accreditation association. 
North Central. They con- 
duct an intensive review 
for over a week, We got 
through it pretty well, our 
evaluations were, overall, 
very good,” said Dean Bar- 
nes at Ohio University. 
Moreover, Black Studies 
programs stress good 
education and sound 
academic training..Each of 
the programs around the 
state demands that its 
students master reading, 
writing, and language 
skills. These departments 
realize that reading and 
writing are the basic tools 
for educational and job 
success. Consequently, 
they place-a-strong em- 
phasis on fundamentals.

“We would close 
shop tomorrow if our 
graduates couldn't get 
jobs. The strength of our 
graduates:is their prepara- 
tion,” said Or.

Many of the- Ohio 
programs have special 
features to help students 
prepare for career or ad- 
vanead study. Ohio State 
also has a community ex- 
tension center which 
houses community ac- 
tivities, a library, and con- 
ducts classes and research 
projects.

But Black Studies looks 
toward the Black com- 
munity as the major source 
of its support.

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There is continuous excitement and suspense of the 
first class order throughout the majority of the Peter 
Yates film, The Deep. Starring Robert Shaw, Jacqueline 
Bisset, Nick Nolte, Louis Gossett, and Eli Wallach, it is 
nicely developed by Peter Benchiey and Tracy Keenan 
Wynn from Benchiey’s internationally best selling novel 
by the same title. - 

There is a solid, rather’ amusing original story, 
featuring the elaborate underwater escapades that never 
quite match the astonishing rampages of Benchley's 
earlier Jaws, but nevertheless entertaining because it 
contains all the necessary ingredients for successful film 
-entertainment:”witd* chases; double~ treasures; vivid 
sexual scenes, rather tense “near” disasters, the Left 
Hand of Justice, and the other usual things that make an 
exciting story work. 


The Deep is well put together. First, the story involves 
this vacationing couple (Note & Ms. Bisset) who 
discover a mysterious vial of matphene, which is one of 
90,000 buried in the hull of a World War I! munitions 
ship. 


The Island's baddest dude, Gossett, is willing to go 


‘ the full route to convert these to herion, and the Island's 


goodest dude, Shaw, will go t6 similar ends to prevent 
this evil action. Eli Wallach, the keeper of the door of a 
sorts, is playing both ends against the middle and gets 
blown away in one of those extra thrilling demolitions 
that only occurred in the ghetto movies a few years 
previously. s

Richard Williams is one of the bad guys, and so is the 
Moray eel who sort of serves as a guard for part of the 
underwater treasure which is really worth a king's ran- 


Now that | have almost spoiled the plot to The Deep, | 
maintain that anything | might write would not spoil it as 
a film. There are well chosen location scenery in the 
British Virgin Islands, Bermuda and Australia; it is 
brilliantly shot and the’ underwater work is simply 
astonishing transcending anything you might have en- 
joyed in the fabulous James Bond films. 


John Barry's Music never has that sharply punctuated 
theme that announced the coming, going and destruc- 
tion of the mighty Jaws, yet this music serves its purpose 
without any real complaint. 


In short, everyone associated with The Deep is to be 
commended for a job done well, but especially the cast 
andthe director,.except for three instances: the two ten- 
sion-mounting, excellently developed sex scenes which, 
while contributing significantly to the drift of the original 
story, appear to be unrelated to the on-going action and 
therefore come off tasteless and adding about 30 
minutes to the film's running time. 

Finally, there is the incredible ending,-which | am 
willing to buy into because you can suspend the 
imagination and do incredible things - except where they 
extend into_the rediculous.
